made for many years, . 

It has bee > whispered very secreily in circles 
of la haute politique i in ‘Peking fof some weeks 
past thatthe old lady was anxious to get.out 
of the way till the storm, that is. felt every 
where ‘to be coming, blows. over, ‘To 
retire for the time, so that only the Emperor 
could bs blamed for what is expected to 
happen solely is part of this .marvellously” 
astute old lady's policy of finally Citeumventing 
the foreign devils” and ‘the Powers. who, by 
means of tea parties, rectptions and cumshas to 
some of their repreventatives : and nationals in 
Peking, have been lulled into the’ Comfoitable 
assurance that the Dawager has ‘changed- ‘her 
views and that she truly, to use her own words, 
regards alf mankind as “all one family.” The 
awakening from this pleasant dream will, we 
have good reason to believe, beall the soonerand 
more serious as one of the inevitable results of 
the warnow raging inthe Manchurian provinces, 
and when it does come the Chinese rabble will 
not be the only ones to share in the desperate 
effort which the Far East is making to throw 
off the dominating influence ‘of the West.
